For  weeks,  librarians,  alumnae,  staff,  and  students  planned,  worked,  dis- 
cussed, anticipated.  Groundskeepers  planted  azaleas  and  mountain  laurel. 
Office  staff  organized  tents,  flowers  and  invitations.  Public  relations  printed 
programs  and  stuffed  press  kits.  A pink  granite  library  sign  was  set  into  place. 
The  senior  class  dedicated  a new  cherry  tree  near  the  radio  station.  In  each  office 
of  the  main  house,  someone  was  preparing  for  the  Big  Event. 

May  18,  1986,  a gloriously  warm  summer  day,  marked  the  dedication  of  the 
Annenberg  Library  and  Communications  Center  and  launched  Pine  Manor's 
75th  anniversary  year.  With  a brass  quintet  playing  and  an  eager  crowd  of  500 
awaiting,  honored  guests  and  benefactors  Ambassador  and  Mrs.  Walter  Annen- 
berg and  their  daughter,  Wallis  '59,  joined  First  Lady  Nancy  Reagan  to  dedicate 
the  new  building.  While  donors,  graduates,  and  alumnae  looked  on,  Nancy 
Reagan  and  former  Chief  of  Protocol  Leonore  Annenberg  cut  the  green  ribbon  in 
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front  of  the  three-million-dollar  facil- 
ity, which  includes  state-of-the-art 
technology  for  computing,  broadcast- 
ing, and  video  production  and  exten- 
sive library  facilities.  Mrs.  Annen- 
berg,  a preeminent  example  of  a 
successful  woman  in  communica- 
tions, was  making  her  second  visit  to 
the  campus  after  receiving  an  honor- 
ary degree  in  1982. 

Mrs.  Reagan  praised  the  Annen- 
bergs  for  their  leadership  efforts:  “I 
know  I can  speak  on  behalf  of  all  who 
know  them  when  I say  that  they  are 
an  inspiration  and  role  model  for  us

The  Annenbergs'  daughter,  Wallis, 
a '59  graduate  of  Pine  Manor  and  edi- 
torial staff  member  at  TV  Guide, 
spoke  for  the  Annenberg  family. 
Wallis,  who  gives  new  meaning  to 
the  words  panache  and  style,  called  the 
dedication  "a  landmark  for  Pine 
Manor  and  ...  a tradition  for  the  An- 
nenbergs [which]  marks  a new  direc- 
tion for  the  young  women  of  this 
country.”  In  her  speech,  Wallis  spoke 
of  Pine  Manor's  tremendous  growth 
since  her  graduation  in  the  late  1950s 
when  "it  was  far  more  important  to 
get  in  at  a specified  hour  then  it  was 
to  choose  an  academic  program  that 
would  lead  to  a fulfilling  career. 

"Education  is  about  having  power 
over  your  own  life,"  said  Wallis. 

"The  Annenberg  Center  of  Commu- 
nications [is]  evidence  that  we  care 
about  the  higher  education  of 
women.  We  take  your  academic  and 
professional  potential  very  seriously. 
...  At  last  we  shall  be  in  the  right 
place,  at  the  right  time,  with  the  right 
skills  to  make  an  equal  contribution, 
and  to  earn  equal  rewards." 

Wallis'  commitment  to 

women's  education  and 
what  she  called  the  "com- 
munications revolution"  is  echoed  by 
her  father,  Walter  Annenberg.  "Be- 
cause of  my  basic  interest  in  commu- 
nications and  technology,  I felt  it  was 
not  only  necessary  but  obligatory  that 


to  follow.  They  embody  one  of  the 
most  basic  principles  on  which  this 
country  is  built  — people  helping 
people  in  need.  Throughout  the 
years,  1 have  always  admired  their  in- 
volvement in  various  projects  and 
charities.  A perfect  example  of  their 
involvement  is  this  new  center.  The 
Annenbergs  have  always  demon- 
strated a true  sensitivity  to  the  world 
around  them,  and  if  something  needs 
to  be  done,  they  are  always  there  to 
help." 


The  library  campaign  began  in 
1982  when  President  Rosemary 
Ashby  and  Campaign  Chair 
and  former  trustee  Willard  Boothby 
approached  publisher  and  former 
Ambassador  Walter  Annenberg  with 
a dream  and  a plan.  Would  the  am- 
bassador support  Pine  Manor's  effort 
to  build  a major  new  library  and  com- 
munications center?  A strong  be- 
liever in  both  communications  tech- 
nology and  philanthropy,  Mr. 
Annenberg  met  their  hopes  with  a 
challenge:  a $1  million  pledge  if 
the  College  could  raise  the  additional 
$2  million  needed  in  the  next  15 
months.  "When  we  walked  out,  we 
were  floating  on  air,"  said  Boothby  in 
his  speech  of  thanks  that  day.  Less 
than  a year  later,  in  an  outstanding 
show  of  generosity  and  spirit,  67  do- 
nors had  stepped  forward  to  contrib- 
ute an  impressive  $2,005,756. 
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By  8:15  a.m.,  hefting  pounds  of  cameras 
and  tripods,  the  piress  crowded  the  plat- 
form. UPI,  AP,  Reuters,  The  Boston 
Globe,  Boston  Herald,  and  all  major  lo- 
cal TV  networks  were  there  as  well  as  a 
host  of  local  papers.  Pine  Manor  was  mak- 
ing news.  No  one  wanted  to  miss  it. 


Pine  Manor  be  so  equipped,”  said 
Mr.  Annenberg.  "This  facility  is  just 
on  the  cutting  edge  of  the  evolution 
in  the  next  century. 

"This  center  represents  an  oppor- 
tunity for  Pine  Manor  students  to  be 
better  equipped  to  go  out  into  the 
world  of  social  and  political  activities 
[for  which]  it  is  necessary  to  have  an 
understanding  of  all  aspects  of  com- 
munications,” he  said.  "It  is  exciting 
to  see  and  to  contemplate  in  terms  of 
what  it  can  do  for  the  young  women 
privileged  to  use  it." 

Mr.  Annenberg  was  impressed 
with  the  new  facility  which  includes  a 
computer  center,  video  studio,  radio 
station,  learning  resource  center,  lec- 
ture hall,  art  gallery,  and  space  for 
100,000  volumes.  "I  should  like  to  sa- 
lute the  architects  for  their  talent  in

seizing  every  opportunity  to  feature 
light  and  space,"  he  said.  "The  light 
in  the  book  department  was  very  im- 
pressive. I was  also  pleased  to  note 
the  technological  facilities  in  the  stu- 
dio. I look  forward  to  the  day  when 
Pine  Manor  will  have  an  FM  [radio] 
certification  as  well  as  an  AM.  I re- 
gard that  as  a necessary  addition." 

With  characteristic  humility,  the 
man  who  created  TV  Guide  and  Seven- 
teen magazines,  founded  two  com- 
munications schools,  and  supports 
cultural  institutions  too  numerous  to 
mention,  pointed  the  limelight  away 
from  himself.  "I  salute  the  donors 
who  truly  made  it  possible,"  he  said. 
"There  is  a magnificent  spirit  here." 

The  dedication  ceremony  capped 
the  festivities  of  an  exuberant  week- 
end which  included  an  alumnae  art 
show,  reunion  celebrations,  and  the 
College's  75th  commencement.  Pine 
Manor's  decorous  young  woman  of 
the  1920s  with  white  gloves  and  per- 
fect manners  had  grown  into  a tal- 
ented outgoing  career  woman  with 
plans  and  purposes  to  fulfill.  Pine 
Manor  had  come  into  its  own  as  a 
four-year  college,  and  this  library 
dedication  marked  one  more  step 
into  its  future.  "The  race  in  our  time 
will  be  to  the  communicators,"  said 
Wallis  Annenberg.  Thanks  to  the 
Annenbergs,  alumnae,  parents  and 
friends.

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Portrait  of  an  Artist

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When  she  experimented  with 
oil  paints  as  a 12-year-old 
girl,  she  never  dreamed  of  a 
one-woman  New  York  show  or  hav- 
ing clients  nationwide.  "I  never  set 
out  to  become  a portrait  painter,” 
says  Alexandra  Grinnell  Clark  '60.  "I 
just  set  out  to  paint.” 

Described  in  American  Artist  maga- 
zine as  "a  master  of  the  classical  style 
of  portraiture,”  Alexandra  Grinnell 
Clark  works  out  of  a studio  in  her  Vic- 
torian home  in  Ridgefield,  Connecti- 
cut. Using  onlv  imported  pigments 
and  oils  and  treated  Belgian  linen, 
she  captures  on  canvas  the  gamut  of 
lawyers,  businessmen,  society 
women,  friends,  and  young  children. 


Last  April,  her  success  exceeded  her 
ambitions  with  a one-woman  show, 
featuring  34  of  her  portraits,  held  at 
the  Grand  Central  Art  Galleries  in 
New  York  City. 

What  began  as  childhood  awe  for 
the  great  masters  — Rembrandt, 
Hals,  Sargent,  and  Velasquez  — has 
grown  into  a lifetime  passion  and 
profession.  Ten  years  ago,  says  the 
artist,  friends  who  saw  her  work  be- 
gan asking  her  to  paint  their  por- 
traits. "This  just  happened  by  de- 
mand,” says  Alexandra.  "I  just 
wanted  to  pay  for  my  supplies.  I 
never  anticipateci  commercial 
success." 

Nevertheless  her  classical  style 


found  broad  appeal  among  an  ex- 
panding coterie  of  clients.  Then, 
James  Cox,  director  of  the  Grand 
Central  Galleries,  who  had  followed 
her  remarkable  progress,  introduced 
her  to  art  agent  Tibbi  Johnson  of  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio.  Fifty  commissions  fol- 
lowed, and  a part-time  interest 
launched  a full-time  career. 

Today  ten  agents  handle  Grinnell 
Clark  commissions  and  over  200  cli- 
ents have  been  immortalized  in  oil  by 
her  brush.  Alexandra  works  a six-day 
week,  painting  from  1 1 to  7 and 
handling  paperwork  from  9 to  1 1 
each  morning.  Her  commissions  take 
her  across  the  country  to  paint  every- 
one from  grandchildren  for  proud

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grandparents  to  company  presidents 
for  corporate  boards.  Clients  include 
such  luminaries  as  R.  Gordon 
McGovern,  president,  Campbell's 
Soup  Co.,  Mrs.  Arthur  Sadder,  wife 
of  the  renowned  art  collector,  inter- 
nationally known  operatic  baritone 
Sherrill  Milnes,  soprano  Birgit 
Nilsson,  and  Preston  Wolfe,  pub- 
lisher, The  Columbus  Dispatch.  As  her 
popularity  has  increased,  she  may 
handle  five  or  six  clients  on  a single 
visit  to  a city.  On  a recent  trip  to  At- 
lanta, for  example,  she  delivered 
three  finished  portraits  and  began 
five  others.  Working  on  five  to  seven 
paintings  at  a time  "gives  me  a fresh 
eye,"  says  Alexandra.  "Going  back 
and  forth  between  paintings  lets  me 
see  things  I wouldn't  have 
otherwise." 

Grinnell  Clark  thanks  Pine 
Manor  Professor  Graham 
Teller  for  enabling  her  to  de- 
velop her  talent  and  expand  her  per- 
ceptions. "I  remember  fondly  my 
classes  with  Mr.  Teller,"  she  recalls. 
"He  was  an  inspirational  teacher  who 
had  a way  of  getting  the  most  from 
his  students.  He  helped  me  'see'  in 
ways  I never  had  before.  He  taught 
me  to  see  the  big  picture  instead  of  all 
the  tiny  pieces."  Encouraged  by  Mr. 
Teller,  the  young  artist  took  her 
brushes  and  fledgling  ambitions  to 
Italy  to  study  with  Primo  Conti  and 
Pietro  Annigoni  at  the  Academia 
Delle  Belle  Arti  in  Florence.  Upon  her 
return  to  the  U.S.  in  the  late  'sixties, 
she  began  five  years'  study  at  The  Art 
Students  League  in  New  York  with 
well-known  teacher  Frank  Mason. 

Shortly  thereafter  she  began  to 
paint  portraits  professionally,  begin- 
ning with  friends,  then  making  con- 
tacts with  agents.  Gradually,  she  has 
developed  her  distinctive  style,  emu- 
lative of  the  classical  masters.  "They 
all  have  a painterliness  and  freedom 
of  brush  stroke  that  I've  tried  to  in- 
clude in  my  work  so  it's  not  too  de- 
tailed and  photographic,"  she  says. 
"There  is  a lot  of  detail  but  a lot  that  is 
only  suggested." 

Alexandra  completes  a portrait  in 
two  sittings.  During  the  first,  lasting 
one  to  three  hours,  she  works  with 
her  client  to  select  the  best  setting, 
lighting,  and  pose.  Then  she  photo- 
graphs her  subject,  using  3000-speed 
black-and-white  film  and  only  natu- 
ral light.  "I  take  40  to  50  photos  with- 
out a flash,  using  a single  light 
source,"  says  Alexandra.  "I  take  sim- 


ple Polaroids  in  black  and  white  be- 
cause color  is  never  accurate.  Then  I 
make  detailed  color  notes  — for  ex- 
ample, how  auburn,  how  fair  the  per- 
son is."  Then  Grinnell  Clark  returns 
to  her  studio,  cuts  her  canvas  to  size, 
and  day  by  day  brings  her  subject  to 
life.  "One  of  the  things  I do  best  is 
skin  tones,"  she  says.  "I  have  a very 
good  color  memory.  If  the  photo- 
graphs were  too  detailed,  I would 
lose  the  painterliness  I work  for.  It 
would  have  a more  photographic 
quality." 

Several  weeks  later  (usually  about 
six),  Alexandra  returns,  near-finished 


portrait  in  hand,  for  the  final  sitting. 
For  about  an  hour  she  makes  fine  ad- 
justments to  color  and  shading  before 
showing  the  completed  framed  work 
to  the  client.  "Fortunately  I've  never 
had  a painting  refused,"  says  the 
artist. 

Grinnell  Clark  draws  half  her  clien- 
tele from  corporations,  the  other  half 
from  individuals.  "I  thrive  on  the  va- 
riety of  doing  men,  women,  and  chil- 
dren," she  says.  "I  think  women  are 
the  most  challenging  because  they 
are  the  most  demanding.  Men  care 
less  about  a little  bit  of  character 
showing.  Children  are  actually  fun.  I 
usually  have  a good  relationship  with 
them  all.  They  think  it's  special  to 
have  their  portraits  painted."  Her 
paintings  range  from  $3700  for  a 13" 
x 16"  portrait  of  a child's  head  to 
$16,000  to  17,000  for  an  8-foot  life-size 
portrait.  "I've  experienced  a fair 
amount  of  prejudice  . . . people  ex- 
pect my  rates  to  be  lower  because  I 
am  a woman,"  says  the  artist.  On  the 
other  hand,  she  says,  she  feels  some- 
times she  loses  corporate  commis- 
sions to  men  because  her  rates  are  not 
as  high.  "Sometimes  in  a corporate 
situation,  I've  felt  they  really  wanted 
a man  or  [I  lost  the  commission]  be- 
cause they  had  a larger  budget  to 


spend  for  the  portrait." 

Grinnell  Clark's  popularity  with 
clients  attests  to  her  success  at  captur- 
ing their  likenesses.  At  the  Grand 
Central  Galleries  show,  several  cli- 
ents returned  to  see  their  portraits  on 
exhibit.  One  client.  Metropolitan  Op- 
era mezzo  soprano  Frederica  von 
Stade,  saw  the  unveiling  of  her  por- 
trait in  full  costume  as  Octavian  from 
Strauss'  "Der  Rosenkavalier."  ( Amer- 
ican Artist  documented  Alexandra's 
progress  on  this  painting  in  its  June 
issue.)  Another,  Shang,  the  big-eyed 
white  lhasa  apso  which  belongs  to 
soap  opera  star  Linda  Dano  (Felicia  in 


"Another  World")  arrived  by  lim- 
ousine to  view  his  portrait.  In  all, 
over  400  admirers  braved  torrential 
rains  to  attend  the  opening. 

When  not  painting  portraits 
(which  is  most  of  the  time), 
Alexandra  relaxes  by  paint- 
ing landscapes  and  still  lifes.  One  of 
her  still  lifes  of  peonies  was  recently 
purchased  by  the  Dayton  Art  In- 
stitute. On  weekends  she  spends 
time  with  her  family  which  includes 
Katherine,  a sophomore  at  George- 
town University,  Christopher,  14, 
and  her  husband,  Richard  Clark.  She 
also  keeps  a horse  at  their  farm  in 
nearby  Roxbury,  CT. 

"I  never  painted  to  be  popular," 
says  the  artist  who  once  sought  only 
to  cover  the  cost  of  supplies.  "I  try  to 
please  my  clients,  but  my  style  . . . 
the  way  I paint . . . I've  never  ad- 
justed to  please.  1 hope  to  keep 
going,  to  do  more  people  of  interest 
and  influence.  My  goals  have  kept  a 
bit  ahead  of  demand  until  lately 
when  I begin  to  feel  pressed  by  the 
work  that  awaits  me  — but  then  I 
would  not  wish  it  to  be  different.  I 
consider  myself  enormously  lucky  to 
be  successful  at  something  that  I like 
so  much  to  do."  A

Whatever  appears 
is  right,  and  is  satisfying.

Sitting  on  the  floor  blowing  bub- 
bles with  a group  of  children, 
my  eyes  focus  automatically  on 
Tommy,*  alone  in  the  corner,  locked 
in  his  own  inner  world.  While  other 
children  enjoy  the  game,  he  resists 
my  efforts  to  make  eye  contact.  Then, 
just  as  I least  expect  it,  Tommy  runs 
over  and  plunks  himself  down  in 
front  of  me,  indicating  that  he  wants 
it  to  be  "his  turn."  As  I smile  and 
hand  him  the  bubble  stick,  1 know 
that  he  is  taking  the  first  step  to 
reaching  out  and  sharing  in  our 
world. 

I have  always  enjoyed  being  in- 
volved with  children  in  one  way  or 
another  — being  a camp  counselor, 
tutoring  in  the  elementary  schools,  or 
volunteering  as  a hospital  aide.  While 
at  Pine  Manor,  I enjoyed  being  a 
member  of  the  Service  League,  a stu-

dent  volunteer  organization. 

Today  I direct  the  preschool  pro- 
gram at  the  Easter  Seal  Rehabilitation 
Center  of  southwestern  Fairfield 
County,  CT,  which  serves  an  eight- 
town  area.  I head  a team  of  therapists 
and  teachers  to  meet  the  cognitive 
and  social  needs  of  both  infants  and 
children  who  have  either  been  born 
with  or  have  acquired  disabilities. 
There  is  a spirit  of  warmth,  support, 
and  caring  at  the  center.  Easter  Seal 
offers  physical,  occupational,  and 
speech  therapy,  psychological  care, 
cognitive  rehabilitation,  horticulture, 
arts  and  crafts,  vocational  services 
and  senior  day  care,  among  other 
services. 

The  children  at  our  Center  never 
cease  to  amaze  me.  They  are  like 
sponges,  so  eager  to  soak  up  new  ex- 
periences. They  bring  out  the  best  in 
each  of  us  — from  our  adult  arthritic 
group  who  made  a book  for  them,  to 
volunteers  who  share  their  special  in- 
terests and  teachers  who  always  have 
a hug  and  a listening  ear.  Today,  we 
serve  45  youngsters,  newborns  to  age 


five,  and  the  number  is  growing.  One 
of  my  biggest  challenges  is  to  keep 
the  program  flexible  and  responsive 
to  each  individual  child's  needs  while 
providing  a shared  experience.  In 
each  case,  we  are  preparing  young- 
sters to  enter  the  public  schools.  To- 
day, due  to  changes  in  federal  law, 
many  classroom  options  are  open  to 
special  needs  children.  We  offer  a 
child  development  program  begin- 
ning with  infants,  since  the  earlier  the 
child  receives  intervention  the 
greater  the  opportunities  to  maximize 
his  or  her  future  potential. 

In  our  infant  stimulation  program, 
each  child  is  evaluated  and  a program 
is  individually  designed  for  him  or 
her.  Parents  are  encouraged  to  take 
part  in  twice-weekly  therapy  ses- 
sions. Once-a-week  therapy  sessions 
with  three  other  infants  give  these 
children  a new  awareness  of  an  en- 
larging world.  For  the  infants,  many 
activities  center  around  games  and 
music.  The  children  play  together  in  a 
close-knit  circle  which  fosters  reach- 
ing and  touching.  As  I see  a blind 
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We  need  a good  listening  ear 
so  that  a child  knows  "what  1 
have  to  say  is  important , 
therefore  / am." 


child  spontaneously  find  and  pat  the 
child  next  to  her,  I know  we  are  be- 
ginning to  build  a foundation.  Many 
have  already  developed  a sense  of 
having  failed,  and  we  want  them  to 
realize  that  there  is  a whole  world 
around  them  that  is  waiting  to  be  ex- 
plored which  can  be  fun  and  exciting. 
There  is  no  greater  pleasure  than 
when  a child  spontaneously  lights  up 
and  lets  everyone  know  that  'Tm 
really  something  — I did  that!”  Our 
goal  is  to  foster  positive  attitudes  and 
to  build  new  confidence,  self-esteem, 
and  security. 

1 have  always  had  a classroom  pet, 
whether  it  be  gerbils,  guinea  pigs,  or 
rabbits.  Music  may  be  the  universal 
language,  but  animals  are  a close  sec- 
ond. Many  children  who  are  fright- 
ened, angry,  or  distrustful  will  very 
often  relate  to  pets  before  they  estab- 
lish any  "people”  relationships.  This 
year,  for  the  first  time,  we  have  an 
uncaged  giant  lop-eared  rabbit  (better 
known  as  Alexander  Hippity-Hop). 
The  distractable  child  who  can't  pro- 
cess directions  announces  today  he 


will  water  the  plants  and  feed  the  rab- 
bit — and  he  does.  Another  little  boy, 
who  was  extremely  angry  and  with- 
drawn after  he  had  been  hit  by  a 
sniper's  bullet  on  his  front  porch,  re- 
ceives his  first  companionship  from 
patting  the  rabbit  and  begins  to  re- 
new his  shaken  trust.  (We  do  have 
our  mishaps,  however.  One  long- 
haired guinea  pig  found  that  some- 
times things  get  worse  before  they 
get  better.  He  got  painted  yellow  — it 
did  provide  a discussion  starting 
point  on  forming  a relationship!) 

Preschoolers  who  developmen- 
tally  are  two  to  three  years  old, 
are  now  ready  to  leave  the 
close-knit  group.  What  excitement  to 
see  them  develop  their  sense  of  inde- 
pendence! Some  children  are  walk- 
ing, some  creeping.  Some  children 
speak  in  short  sentences,  or  just  a 
word;  some  use  sign  language.  Some 
children  are  highly  distractable,  find- 
ing it  difficult  to  focus  on  any  activity; 
some  are  riveted  to  a safe  learned  task 
and  can't  change.  Each  child  is  ac- 


cepted for  himself  or  herself.  They 
are  guided  forward  from  where  they 
are  and  at  their  own  pace. 

Previously  each  child's  develop- 
ment was  enhanced  by  a great  deal 
of  individual  attention.  Now  many 
children  are  ready  to  move  into  a 
five-day  group  program  where  we 
emphasize  group  interaction.  Com- 
munication becomes  key.  These 
three-  to  five-year-old  children  have 
been  exposed  to  the  same  things 
most  children  their  age  have  been  ex- 
posed to.  They  have  begun  to  learn 
colors,  shapes,  numbers,  and  letters. 
They  have  cooked  everything  from 
applesauce  to  pretzels.  They  have 
visited  the  local  library,  the  train  sta- 
tion, the  nature  museum,  and  partici- 
pated weekly  in  a gym-swim  pro- 
gram at  the  YMCA.  Eighty-five 
percent  of  them  will  eventually  be 
mainstreamed  into  programs  within 
the  public  school  system. 

To  offer  such  an  individualized 
program,  our  staff — three  teachers 
— could  not  succeed  without  the  as- 
sistance of  many  volunteers.  The 
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Sue  McGraw  and  her  horse,  The  Graduate,  with  a young  rider  enrolled  in  Pegasus,  a 
riding  program  for  the  disabled. 


main  requirement  for  a volunteer  is 
that  you  love  children  and  are  willing 
to  listen.  Volunteers  receive  any  spe- 
cial knowledge  they  require  at  reg- 
ularly scheduled  meetings  or  as  ques- 
tions arise. 

Happily,  it  has  been  a two-way 
street;  these  relationships  have 
helped  both  the  child  and  the  volun- 
teer. There  have  been  women  and 
men  with  a need  to  be  needed,  such 
as  those  whose  families  have  grown 
and  left  home.  One  such  gentleman, 
who  worked  for  a radio  station  main- 
taining the  electronic  equipment, 
missed  his  children,  who  had  moved 
away  from  home  after  his  divorce.  He 
came  to  the  center  and  befriended 
Tony,  a boy  with  cerebral  palsy  who 
is  bright,  but  who  has  great  difficulty 
speaking  and  controlling  his  move- 
ments. This  gentleman  used  his  elec- 
tronic expertise  to  devise  a computer 
that  Tony  could  easily  use  to  commu- 
nicate with. 

We  also  have  adopted  "grandmas” 
and  "grandpas"  from  the  senior  day 
care  program,  which  is  located  in  our 
Center.  The  eagerness  with  which 
the  young  and  old  greet  each  other 


creates  a special  relationship  indeed. 
Our  seniors  themselves  have  dis- 
abilities, but  together,  child  and 
adult,  they  foster  a special  relation- 
ship which  translates  into  "I'll  try." 
The  seniors  wouldn't  think  of  disap- 
pointing the  youngsters,  so  they  at- 
tempt every  activity.  The  youngsters, 
on  the  other  hand,  are  proud  to  be  re- 
sponsible for  their  big  "friends"  by 
getting  them  a juice  cup  or  a cookie. 

We  work  closely  with  local  high 
schools,  colleges,  and  private  schools 
to  provide  community  service  and  in- 
ternships. This  year  we  had  a gratify- 
ing experience  when  two  seventh- 
graders  served  as  interns.  After  com- 
pleting the  program,  the  young  man 
wrote,  "I  was  really  scared  when  I 
was  assigned  to  your  program,  as  I 
had  never  seen  kids  with  handicaps 
before.  I had  fun.  I liked  playing  with 
them."  The  young  ladv  wrote,  "It 
was  good.  Everybody  cares  and  I 
cared.  When  I grow  up  and  become  a 
working  woman  I want  to  remember 
that."  With  such  a wealth  of  people 
to  assist  in  the  classroom,  is  it  any 
wonder  the  children  are  eager  to 
please  and  subsequently  to  grow? 


During  the  summer  I volunteer 
at  a local  program  called 
Pegasus  which  offers 
therapeutic  horseback  riding  for  dis- 
abled children  and  adults.  Through 
riding,  we  attempt,  for  example,  to 
massage  the  tightened  muscles  of 
many  cerebral  palsied  persons  and 
strengthen  their  body  and  head  con- 
trol. Being  responsible  for  a warm, 
dependent  creature  helps  build  their 
self-esteem  as  well  as  experience  the 
joy  of  independent  movement. 

In  both  my  paid  and  volunteer 
work,  there  are  many  memories.  One 
severely  physically  disabled  boy  I'd 
helped  came  back  to  visit  me  when  he 
was  16  and  told  me,  "You  said  when  I 
was  five  that  if  I wanted  to  drive 
someday  I'd  have  to  work  hard,  but  if 
I learned  how  I could  borrow  your 
car.  Here  I am."  Another  little  girl 
who  never  spoke  for  lack  of  self- 
esteem,  became  "student-of-the- 
month"  in  fifth  grade. 

I remember  the  learning  disabled 
child  who  couldn't  learn  his  colors 
suddenly  getting  a twinkle  in  his  eye 
and  saying  "like  blue  sweater,"  and 
the  sweater  was  blue.  And  I remem- 
ber the  little  girl  who  could  walk  and 
talk  at  two  years,  but  who  suffered  a 
spinal  infection  which  left  her  unable 
to  do  either  and,  thus,  angry  and  dis- 
trustful. Two  years  later  she  is  going 
into  the  public  schools  partially  main- 
streamed, with  an  eager  sparkle  in 
hereye. 

Many  of  my  courses  at  Pine  Manor 
have  helped  me,  even  when  not  di- 
rectly related  to  childhood  education. 
It's  amazing  how  many  seemingly 
unrelated  areas  have  integrated 
boundaries.  History,  music,  and  art 
were  some  of  the  courses  1 enjoyed 
most,  thanks  to  John  Agnew,  Don 
Hicks,  and  Rod  Henry.  Of  most  prac- 
tical use  today  are  my  science  courses 
with  Madeleine  Crawford  and  Har- 
riet Greene.  Both  ladies  are  probably 
still  shaking  their  heads  today  that  I 
made  it  through,  but  they  took  sub- 
jects that  were  incomprehensible  to 
me  and  made  them  interesting  and 
fun  so  that  today  I can  share  more 
with  my  youngsters.  I firmly  believe 
that  every  question  should  be  asked. 
Chemistry  can  be  a very  complex 
puzzle,  or,  as  I learned,  it  can  be  a 
simpler,  everyday  experiment.  And 
how  young  children's  faces  light  up 
when  you  say  the  word  experiment!  A 
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Child  Advocate:  Bertha  Ungar  Abess  '34

Emotionally  disturbed  children 
in  Miami  owe  a great  deal  to  a 
Pine  Manor  alumna.  Due  in 
part  to  the  dedicated  support  and 
leadership  of  Bertha  Ungar  Abess  '34, 
the  Dade  County  school  system  of- 
fers a specialized  treatment  program 
for  severely  emotionally  disturbed 
youngsters,  ages  4-16.  Named  the 
Bertha  Abess  Children's  Center  in 
honor  of  its  patron,  the  BACC,  a pri- 
vate, nonprofit  comprehensive  day 
treatment  program,  combines  re- 
sources and  finances  with  the  county 
to  provide  education  and  mental 
health  services  to  250  severely  emo- 
tionally disturbed  children  in  8 local 
schools. 

"We're  so  proud  of  this  program," 
says  Abess  in  a recent  interview.  It 
began  in  1962  as  a babysitting  service 
for  emotionally  disturbed  children, 
says  Abess,  and  has  grown  into  a 
comprehensive  child  advocacy  pro- 
gram for  the  profoundly  emotionally 
handicapped.  The  Center's  consist- 
ent growth  is  testament  to  its  success. 
"We  began  with  elementary  school 
children  and  expanded  to  include 
secondary  school  students,"  says 
Abess.  Next  year,  in  response  to  a de- 
mand for  their  services,  the  Center 
will  expand  to  serve  high  school  stu- 
dents from  the  Miami  area  in  a voca- 
tional-technical program. 

"The  Center's  program  is  designed 
to  change  the  social  and  academic  be- 
haviors of  each  child  in  a structured 
environment  of  positive  reinforce- 


ment," says  Abess.  "Hopefully,  they 
will  progress  to  the  point  where  they 
can  be  mainstreamed  into  the  public 
schools."  The  Center  prides  itself  on 
the  private  attention  its  children  re- 
ceive; the  teacher-student  ratio  is  1:4. 
Numerous  social  workers,  psychol- 
ogists, therapists,  and  six  part-time 
psychiatrists  offer  a full  range  of  ser- 
vices to  meet  the  special  needs  of 
each  child,  including  individual  and 
group  therapy,  family  therapy,  and 
art  and  music.  Individualized  treat- 
ment is  combined  with  the  standard 
curricula  with  the  intent  to  return  the 
children  to  the  public  school  system. 
Children  are  referred  through  com- 
munity sources  and  attend  classes  in 
separate  areas  in  the  public  schools. 
While  there  is  no  limit  on  participa- 
tion in  the  program,  the  average  stay 
per  child  is  approximately  three  to 
four  years. 

Through  a co-venture  agreement 
with  the  Dade  County  Schools,  the 
Center  provides  administrators  and 
clinicians  and  the  county  provides 
certified  teachers,  transportation, 
and  instructional  materials.  The  state 
department  of  Health  and  Rehabilita- 
tive Services  provides  funding 
through  its  Children,  Youth,  Families 
and  Mental  Health  divisions.  The 
Center  also  raises  private  funds 
through  foundation,  corporate,  and 
individual  support  and  currently 
seeks  to  establish  a foundation  to  en- 
sure long-term  backing. 

Recently  the  Bertha  Abess  Chil- 


dren's Center  became  affiliated  with 
the  University  of  Miami  medical 
school,  providing  the  mutual  benefit 
of  psychiatric  residents  for  the  Center 
and  training  for  the  medical  students. 
Executive  Director  of  the  BACC,  Car- 
olyn Jenkins-jaeger,  serves  on  a panel 
at  the  medical  school  and  attends 
grand  rounds  as  a representative  of 
the  agency.  She  also  travels  across 
the  country  promoting  the  Center  as 
a model  for  the  establishment  of  simi- 
lar co-venture  arrangements  between 
government  and  private  organiza- 
tions. The  director  has  the  highest 
praise  for  Abess.  "We  are  grateful  to 
Bertha  Abess  for  her  dedication  and 
support,"  said  Jenkins-Jaeger.  "She 
has  been  very  active  over  the  years  in 
securing  community  support  and 
interest." 

Abess,  who  now  serves  as  chair- 
man emeritus  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  became  involved  fifteen 
years  ago  when  she  sought  a way  to 
express  her  deep  interest  in  the  re- 
habilitation of  emotionally  disturbed 
children.  She  gave  her  time,  energy, 
and  financial  backing  to  the  Chil- 
dren's Center,  which  honored  her 
tremendous  commitment  by  renam- 
ing the  Center  in  1975.  Abess  has 
high  hopes  for  the  Center's  future. 
"We're  just  scratching  the  surface," 
she  says.  "These  are  children  who 
need  a lot  done,  but  at  least  we're 
doing  a lot  more  than  if  our  program 
weren't  there."  A

The  renovated  Hess  Gallery, 
housed  in  the  Annenberg 
Library  and  Communications 
Center,  recently  showcased  the  work 
of  some  of  Pine  Manor's  most  accom- 
plished alumnae  artists  in  the  Col- 
lege's first  major  alumnae  art  show. 
From  April  20  to  May  19,  twenty 
alumnae  from  across  the  country  dis- 
played works  on  paper  and  canvas  as 
well  as  sculpture,  photography,  and 
collage.  The  show,  which  invited 
submissions  from  interested  artists  in 
the  Bulletin's  summer  issue,  culmi- 
nated in  a wine  and  cheese  reception 
honoring  the  artists  over  reunion 
weekend.  Students,  alumnae,  and 
guests  crowded  the  gallery,  enjoying 
the  diverse  talent  represented  by  the 
show. 

"What  makes  the  show  particularly 
exciting  are  the  different  media  and 
the  varied  styles  — it's  really  a high- 
quality  exhibit,"  commented  Martha 
Cain,  curator  of  the  Hess  Gallery  and 
assistant  professor  of  visual  arts. 

"The  reception  provided  a great  op- 
portunity for  the  participating  artists 
to  meet  — or  meet  again  after  many 
years  — and  share  the  camaraderie  of 
being  Pine  Manor  alumnae  working 
out  there  in  the  art  world."

Photographer  Nancy  Fales  of  Greens 
Farms,  CT,  has  travelled  through 
Zimbabwe,  India,  South  America, 
the  Galapagos  Islands,  and  China  to 
capture  nature  on  film. 

Their  careers  take  them  to  some 
unexpected  places,  too.  Canadian  il- 
lustrator and  portraitist  Linda 
Kooluris  Dobbs  '68  found  herself  2500 
feet  down  a mine  shaft  in  northern 
Manitoba.  Sherritt  Gordon  Mines 
had  commissioned  Linda,  who  holds 
a B.F.  A.  from  New  York's  School  of 
Visual  Arts,  to  paint  illustrations  for 
the  company's  annual  report.  (As  a 
special  tribute  to  the  College's  75th 
anniversary,  Linda  generously  of- 
fered to  donate  her  talents  and  time 
to  paint  a portrait  of  Ambassador 
Walter  Annenberg  to  hang  in  the  li- 
brary and  communications  center  at 
Pine  Manor  which  bears  his  name.) 

From  California  to  New  York, 
these  Pine  Manor  alumnae  art- 
ists joined  for  a group  exhibition 
of  diverse  experiences:  spending  long 
hours  transforming  a mere  ball  of  clay 
into  a startlingly  lifelike  bust  to  be 
cast  in  bronze;  delicately  firing 
"pinch-pots"  of  hand-molded  and 
burnished  clay  in  sawdust-filled  gar- 
bage cans;  returning  after  a 25-year 
absence  to  photograph  an  unchanged 
memory-filled  childhood  house.

Dimitri  Hadzi  Wins 
Sculpture  Competition 


International  sculptor  Dimitri 
Hadzi  recently  won  the  commis- 
sion to  complete  a sculpture  for  the 
courtyard  of  the  Annenberg 
Library  and  Communications  Cen- 
ter. On  May  17,  a jury  of  alumnae, 
arts  professionals,  a student,  and 
the  library  architects  enthusi- 
astically approved  Hadzi's  ma- 
quette, or  model,  over  those  of 
three  other  finalists.  The  vari- 
colored granite  sculpture  will  be 
installed  and  dedicated  over  re- 
union weekend  in  May  '87  as  part 
of  the  grand  finale  celebration  of 
the  College's  75th  anniversary. 

Hadzi  describes  the  sculpture  as 
being  "designed  for  young  people, 
symbolizing  hope  and  vitality  — 
an  upward  form,  higher  aspira- 
tions, reaching  for  something  — 
even  the  colors  are  lively  and  vi- 
tal." Hadzi  says  he  particularly  en- 
joys working  in  stone  for  its  resist- 
ance, permanence,  and  color.  He 
searches  for  his  granite  in  quarries 
from  South  Dakota  to  Maine  and 
Canada.  For  the  Pine  Manor  piece, 
he  hopes  to  obtain  black  granite 
from  Pennsylvania  and  red  granite 
from  India.  Hadzi  feels  this  com- 
position will  reflect  the  interna- 
tional flavor  of  the  College's  stu- 
dentbody. 

A sculptor-educator,  Hadzi  has 
been  a studio  professor  at  Harvard 
University  since  1977.  He  is  best 
known  locally  for  his  "Omphalos" 


sculpture  in  Harvard  Square, 
Cambridge,  and  the  sculpture 
fountain  in  Copley  Place.  Born  in 
New  York  City  of  Greek  Orthodox 
background,  Hadzi  is  a celebrated 
international  artist,  having  com- 
pleted commissions  in  the  U.S.  for 
the  Stanford  Univ.  School  of  Busi- 
ness, the  Dallas  Centre,  and  the 
Avery  Fisher  Hall  in  NYC,  and  in- 
ternationally for  the  bronze  doors 
of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  in  Rome. 

An  honors  graduate  of  the  Cooper 
Union  for  the  Advancement  of  Sci- 
ence and  Art  in  NYC,  he  has  re- 
ceived many  awards  and  honors, 
including  a coveted  Fulbright  fel- 
lowship, and  he  was  elected  to  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Letters  in  1983. 

The  Pine  Manor  sculpture  can  be 
considered  modern  in  its  design 
and  construction,  yet  ancient  in  its 
reference  to  a basic  Stonehenge- 
like  post-and-lintel  scheme.  The 
table-top  maquette  with  its  asym- 
metrical arrangement  of  granite 
blocks  creates  an  exciting  tension 
for  the  viewer,  which,  when  re- 
produced in  its  full  17-ft.  scale,  will 
be  even  more  impressive.  Picking 
up  the  pink-  and  grey-hued  stone 
of  the  library,  the  sculpture  will 
blend  with  the  other  visual  ele- 
ments in  the  courtyard,  yet  make 
its  own  emphatic  statement.

Speaks  Out 


Being  a feminine  senior  citizen  of  88  summers,  I know 
whereof  I speak.  Contrary  to  the  belief  of  many,  old 
age  can  be  beautiful  if  we  are  determined  to  make  it 
so.  However,  I say  this  with  one  reservation.  It  can  be 
beautiful  only  for  those  who  are  physically  and  mentally 
fit,  whether  a woman  or  a man.  It  is  saddening,  but  true. 

Many  of  the  ingredients  for  happiness  may  be  found  in 
an  address  to  students  at  Yale  University  in  1913,  by  Sir 
William  Osier: 

Listen  to  the  exhortation  of  the  dawn. 

Look  to  this  day! 

For  it  is  Life,  the  very  Life  of  Life. 

In  its  brief  course  lie  all  the  varieties  and  realities  of  your  existence  — 
The  bliss  of  growth, 

The  glory  of  action, 

The  splendor  of  beauty; 

For  yesterday  is  but  a dream, 

And  tomorrow  is  only  a vision; 

But  today  well  lived  makes  every  yesterday 
A dream  of  happiness,  a vision  of  hope. 

Look  well,  therefore,  to  this  day! 

Such  is  the  salutation  of  the  dawn. 

This  applies  not  only  to  the  young,  but  to  the  elderly, 
especially. 

Throughout  a long  life  we  should  have  learned  many  val- 
uable lessons  that  can  help  us  in  later  years.  In  varying  de- 
grees we  have  had  the  opportunity  to  develop  patience, 
tolerance,  kindness,  compassion;  and  to  do  much  soul- 
searching  that  would  enable  us  to  grow  spiritually.  Most  of 
us  have  learned  to  handle  heartbreak,  sorrow,  and  pain. 

And  we  have  had  time  to  drink  in  the  loveliness  of  na- 
ture — the  sun,  the  moon,  the  stars,  blue  skies  and  clouds, 
rolling  meadows  and  green  trees,  the  splendor  of  moun- 
tains, blue-green  lakes,  and  vast  oceans.  All  it  requires  is  a 
seeing  eye.  We  view  such  beauty  with  awe  and  reverence. 
Who  among  us  could  disbelieve  in  a Power  far  greater  than 
that  of  mortal  man?  What  joy  life  can  hold,  even  in  our  later 
years  if  we  but  let  it! 

For  inspiration  I find  myself  turning  to  Robert  Frost: 

The  woods  are  lovely,  dark  and  deep. 

But  I have  promises  to  keep, 

And  miles  to  go,  before  I sleep. 

How  fortunate  we  are!  But  alas,  there  are  those  who  are

not.  Some  of  our  friends  are  shut-ins,  hospitalized,  or  in 
nursing  homes.  How  can  we  help?  We  can  telephone  or,  if 
able,  visit  them.  Such  caring  can  bring  cheer  and  happiness 
to  those  ill  or  lonely. 

Should  we  ourselves,  become  housed  temporarily  — or 
even  permanently  — there  are  many  pleasant  ways  to  pass 
the  time.  Throughout  our  lives  we  have  undoubtedly  en- 
joyed some  hobbies.  How  about  getting  them  out  and  dust- 
ing them  off?  It  is  disastrous  to  sit  at  home  rocking  our  lives 
away.  Idleness  is  our  greatest  enemy.  To  avoid  this,  let  us 
concentrate  on  having  many  interests  and  keeping  young 
at  heart. 

Then,  too,  we  can  derive  happiness  in  reminiscing  — 
turning  our  thoughts  to  the  many  good  things  that  have 
happened  during  our  lifetime.  How  truly  wonderful  is  the 
gift  of  memory!  What  a tragedy  it  would  be  if  everything 
ended  at  the  moment  of  its  happening,  without  the  pos- 
sibility of  recall. 

For  those  of  us  who  have  been  married,  how  precious  is 
the  memory  of  our  wedding  day,  when  we  took  each  other 
"for  better  or  for  worse,  for  richer,  for  poorer,  in  sick- 
ness and  in  health,  to  love  and  to  cherish  till  death  us  do 
part.  . . ." 

But  those  are  the  wonderful  early  years.  As  we  gradually 
slip  into  old  age  it  is  natural  that  we  should  begin  to  have 
thoughts  about  death.  Is  there  really  an  after-life? 

We  can  be  comforted  by  the  words  of  the  renowned  Ger- 
man scientist,  the  late  Dr.  Wernher  Von  Braun  — a deeply 
religious  man,  despite  the  fact  that  it  was  he  who  invented 
the  terrifying  rocket-missiles  that  all  but  destroyed  England 
during  WWII. 

Said  Dr.  Von  Braun  concerning  life  after  death:  "Belief 
in  God  and  immortality  gives  us  the  strength  and  the 
ethical  guidance  we  need  for  virtually  every  action  in 
our  daily  lives.  In  this  modern  world  many  people  feel  that 
science  has  somehow  made  religious  ideas  untimely.  But,  I 
think  science  has  a real  surprise  for  the  skeptics.  It  tells  us 
that  nothing  in  nature  can  disappear  without  a trace.  Think 
about  that;  once  you  do,  your  thoughts  about  life  will  never 
be  the  same.  Science  has  found  that  Nature  does  not  know 
extinction.  All  it  knows  is  transformation." 

So,  we  have  grown  old!  Age  is  a state  of  mind.  But  with 
our  wealth  of  happy  memories,  how  can  we  be  depressed, 
sad,  or  lonely?  There  is  no  need  to  be.  It  is  up  to  us  — a 
provocative  and  challenging  thought!  A

"The  Africans" 

An  Educational  Experiment 

The  fall  semester  of  1986-87  brings  a new  experience  to  Pine 
Manor  College's  curriculum  — a course  taught  through  the 
medium  of  television,  or,  a telecourse. 

"The  Africans"  will  be  shown  on  public  television  stations 
around  the  country  this  fall,  not  only  for  regular  viewers,  but  also 
as  an  educational  tool.  Developed  by  the  Annenberg/CPB  Project, 
WETA  26  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  BBC-TV,  the  nine-week  se- 
ries covers  the  transformation  of  the  African  continent  from  its 
earliest  days,  through  colonization,  to  the  modern  era.  Readings 
and  lecture  materials  accompany  the  13-week  telecourse  for  both 
students  and  viewers  at  home. 

"We  hope  it  will  be  a model  course  for  the  social  sciences,"  says 
Anthropology  Professor  Dr.  Joan  Laxson,  who  will  teach  the 
course  with  History  Professor  Dr.  Rosario  Tosiello.  "The  African 
experience  covers  so  much  of  the  social  sciences  — anthropology, 
sociology,  political  science,  history,  and  economics." 

Although  the  shows  will  air  on  PBS,  Pine  Manor  will  show  the 
courses  on  videotape,  through  a special  license  to  tape  broadcasts 
off  the  air.  The  special  license  allows  the  college  to  retain  the  video 
tapes,  making  it  possible  for  the  course  to  be  taught  again  in  fu- 
ture years. 

Indications  from  early  screenings  of  the  programs  are  that  the 
films  are  beautiful  and  intellectually  stimulating.  "The  Africans" 
may  not  only  change  the  way  we  see  Africa,  but  also,  through  its 
historical  perspective,  the  way  we  see  ourselves.

Madeleine  Crawford: 
Discovering  The  Science  of  Life

j j TT really  wanted  to  be  a surgeon,  not  a teacher,”  confesses 
I Madeleine  Crawford,  sitting  in  the  backyard  of  her 
1 Needham,  MA,  home  on  a sunny  spring  afternoon.  "I 
went  into  physiology  because,  next  to  being  an  M.D.,  it  was  the 
closest  thing  to  medicine.  Today  women  have  much  more  of  a 
chance  to  get  involved  in  science.” 

Madeleine  Crawford  fondly  recalls  her  20  years  as  a biology 
professor  at  Pine  Manor  College  and  the  unexpected  series  of 
events  which  led  her  to  the  College  in  1947.  Born  and  raised  in 
Greenfield,  MA,  and  educated  at  Oberlin  and  Mount  Holyoke  col- 
leges, Madeleine  had  never  even  dreamed  of  teaching. 

”It  was  chance,"  she  admits.  "I  majored  in  zoology  at  Oberlin, 
and  was  influenced  to  go  on  for  my  Ph.D.  in  human  physiology 
by  Dr.  Abby  Turner,  the  head  of  the  physiology  department  at 
Mount  Holyoke,  who  had  gone  on  for  her  own  Ph.D.  later  in 
life." 

Madeleine  was  one  of  only  a handful  of  women  at  that  time 
studying  for  her  doctorate  at  Radcliffe,  which  often  included  tak- 
ing courses  at  Harvard  Medical  School.  "Women  weren't  allowed 
to  earn  a degree  there  or  take  certain  classes,  and  the  degree  had 


to  come  from  Radcliffe,"  she  recalls.  "I  wanted  to  take  a course  in 
gross  anatomy,  but  I couldn't  take  it  there,  so  I had  to  take  it  at  the 
University  of  Michigan." 

Despite  such  hardships,  Madeleine,  encouraged  by  her  ad- 
viser, Dr.  Cecil  K.  Drinker,  stayed  on  at  Harvard  School  of  Public 
Health  for  15  years,  researching  the  lymphatic  system  and  teach- 
ing on  the  side.  During  this  time  she  received  an  AAUW  (Ameri- 
can Association  of  University  Women)  fellowship,  and  spent  1934 
in  Copenhagen,  Denmark,  studying  under  Nobel-Prize-winning 
physiologist  Dr.  August  Krogh. 

Madeleine's  destiny  as  a college  professor  was  fulfilled  in  1946, 
when  she  accepted  a one-year  teaching  position  at  Mount 
Holyoke  to  replace  a professor  on  sabbatical.  One  year  later, 
Madeleine  Crawford  arrived  at  Pine  Manor  College  to  teach  biol- 
ogy, a long  and  fruitful  alliance  which  would  last  for  the  next  20 
years. 

"I  wanted  to  introduce  my  students  to  science,  and  give  them 
an  understanding  of  the  life  processes,"  she  says  earnestly.  "Har- 
riet Howe  Greene  and  I each  taught  a required  science  course, 
with  Harriet  teaching  physical  science  the  first  semester  and  me 
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teaching  biology  the  second  semester.  It  was  a very  good  arrange- 
ment, because  the  girls  all  got  to  know  each  other.  We  were  a very 
intimate  gathering." 

If  studying  physiology  had  been  difficult  for  her,  teaching  it  at  a 
women's  college  was  even  more  of  a challenge.  Since  the  science 
equipment  at  Pine  Manor  was  often  inferior  to  that  found  at  most 
men's  colleges,  she  says,  "few  of  the  girls  went  on  in  science.  I 
know  they  had  the  same  abilities  as  today,  they  just  didn't  have 
the  foundation.  . . . only  a few  outstanding  students  went  on  to 
pursue  science  as  a career." 

Always  an  enthusiastic  traveler,  Mrs.  Crawford  took  her  scien- 
tific knowledge  with  her  to  Kinnaird  College  in  Lahore,  Pakistan, 
during  a one-year  leave  from  Pine  Manor  in  1959.  She  taught  biol- 
ogy to  a group  of  young  female  science  students,  and  says,  "It 
was  actually  easier  for  women  in  Pakistan  to  become  doctors,  be- 
cause in  their  culture  most  women  will  only  go  to  female 
doctors." 

After  completing  her  work  in  Pakistan,  Madeleine  embarked  on 
the  first  of  two  world  tours.  Her  love  of  travel  has  kept  her  fully 
occupied  since  she  retired  from  Pine  Manor  in  1967,  and 
Madeleine  is  able  to  boast  proudly  that  she  has  been  almost  every- 
where in  the  world  "except  for  New  Guinea  and  Bali"  — from  the 
Soviet  Union  and  South  America  to  such  remote  places  as  New 
Zealand  and  Antarctica.  ("There  were  a lost  of  icebergs  there," 
she  says,  "but  it  wasn't  as  cold  as  I'd  thought  it  would  be.") 

When  she  isn't  on  the  road,  Madeleine  stays  at  home  in  her 
quiet  ranch-style  house  in  Needham  with  her  husband,  Peter 
Pezzati,  a portrait  painter,  and  a playful  9-vear-old  dachshund 
named  Sherlock.  Mrs.  Crawford's  infectious  laugh  and  obvious 
zest  for  life  make  her  seem  much  younger  than  her  83  years. 

Twice  widowed,  she  describes  meeting  her  third  husband  as 
being  "like  something  out  of  a romance  novel.  The  chairman  of 
Pine  Manor's  Board  of  Trustees  wanted  me  to  sit  for  a portrait  to 
celebrate  my  20  years  of  teaching  there.  Graham  Teller  [fine  arts 
professor  at  Pine  Manor]  took  me  to  this  studio  in  town.  I had 
many  sittings  for  the  artist,  and"  — she  laughs  — "I  ended  up 
marrying  him!" 

Along  with  her  husband,  Peter,  Madeleine  has  done  some  of 
her  travelling  with  former  Pine  Manor  colleague  and  lifelong 
friend,  Harriet  Howe  Greene  and  her  husband.  Bill.  "I  have  a lot 
of  friends  in  India  and  Pakistan,  so  I spend  some  time  there,"  she 
says.  "Also,  my  husband  is  of  Italian  heritage,  so  we  often  travel 
to  Europe." 

Not  only  has  Madeleine  gone  to  Europe,  she  has  even,  at  times, 
managed  to  bring  a little  bit  of  Europe  to  her. 

"During  World  War  II,  I took  in  two  English  children,  ages  six 
and  ten,"  she  recalls.  "They  were  evacuees,  and  they  stayed  with 
me  for  a few  years.  The  boy  returned  to  England  after  four  years 
to  attend  Eton,  but  the  girl  later  came  back  and  spent  two  years  at 
Pine  Manor,  then  married  a lawyer  and  settled  here.  She  and  her 
brother  are  like  my  own  children  now."  Madeleine  has  also  le- 
gally adopted  Halcyon,  the  daughter  of  her  late  second  husband, 
adding  to  her  extended  family. 

As  for  physiology,  Crawford  admits,  "I  miss  it  sometimes,  but 
I'm  unable  to  keep  track  of  what's  going  on  with  it  now.  You  must 
have  access  to  all  of  the  current  literature  on  it,  and  I just  don't 
have  that  kind  of  access  to  it  anymore.  There's  so  much  going  on 
— in  molecular  biology,  bacteriology,  and  virology.  ...  1 hear 
about  bits  and  pieces  of  it." 

Although  she  volunteered  for  a while  at  a library  in  Boston, 
Madeleine  was  forced  to  stop  when  she  was  mugged,  an  attack 
which  left  her  with  partial  loss  of  movement  in  her  left  arm.  De- 
spite this  misfortune,  it  is  obvious  that  Madeleine  Crawford  has 
lost  neither  her  determined  spirit,  nor  her  enjoyment  of  life. 

Looking  back,  she  remarks  wistfully,  "I  think  that  my  research 
in  physiology  was  probably  my  proudest  achievement;  today,  I 
probably  would  have  gone  into  medicine." 

One  may  be  sure  that  many  former  Pine  Manor  College  stu- 
dents are  glad  she  turned  to  teaching  instead.  A

n the  past  75  years,  Pine  Manor 
College  has  grown  so  much  that 
many  alumnae  would  hardly  rec- 
ognize their  alma  mater.  Students 
have  also  changed  over  the  years,  yet 
while  their  faces  and  fashions  are  dif- 
ferent, their  sentiments  about  PMC 
certainly  are  not.

Clearly  the  confi- 
dence they  gain  follows  them  into 
their  careers,  where  they  have  been 
tremendously  successful. 

From  graduating  seniors  down  to 
first  semester  freshmen,  students  are 
ambitious  about  life  after  college.  Stu- 
dents attribute  their  career  interest  to 
both  economic  necessity  and  the  ex- 
citing opportunities  available  to 
them.  Graduates  pursue  such  tradi- 
tionally male-dominated  fields  as 
sportscasting  and  stock  brokerage. 
And,  management  is,  by  far.  Pine 
Manor's  most  popular  major.  In  1985, 
37  management  majors  graduated. 
Communication,  the  college's  newest 
major,  prepares  students  for  such 
competitive  fields  as  journalism,  tele- 
vision, radio  and  advertising.  Gradu- 
ate study  attracts  more  students 
every  year,  and  Pine  Manor  students 
have  been  accepted  to  some  of  the 
country's  most  prestigious  programs. 

Although  career-oriented,  Pine 
Manor  College  students,  like  many 
before  them,  consider  marriage  and 
family  to  be  top  priorities.  They  be- 
lieve a woman  of  the  eighties  can  and 
should  have  it  all,  but  not  all  at  once 
— career  first,  family  and  marriage 
later.  Junior  Tracy  Fogler  offered  a 
view  shared  by  many:  "A  woman's 
responsibility  is  to  her  children  first 
and  her  career  second." 

Dana  Kranich  '86  and  her  mother, 
Annette  Roscow  Kranich  '58,  talk  fre- 
quently about  their  respective  Pine 
Manor  days.  Despite  the  differences 
in  their  college  experiences,  Dana 
claims  that  she  and  her  mother  share 
a similar  feeling  for  the  College.

Mary  shares  with  other  young  alumnae  her  reflections  on 
making  a will,  and  why  she  has  included  Pine  Manor  College:

It  was  where  I 
grew  up  and  discovered  myself.  It  allowed  me  to  make  close  relationships  with  members  of  the 
faculty,  some  of  whom  are  still  my  friends.  After  transferring  to  a large  university,  I appreciated 
even  more  the  quality  of  my  education  at  Pine  Manor  and  the  individual  attention  I received. 
When  I come  back  to  the  College  for  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  I feel  1 am  part  of  a family. 

"Although  Jim  and  I attended  four  colleges  between  us,  only  two  are  in  our  wills:  one  of  those  is 
Pine  Manor.  We  review  our  wills  regularly,  and  over  the 
years  some  of  our  charitable  interests  have  changed,  but  Pine 
Manor  has  been  in  my  will  from  the  first.  I would  love  for  my 
daughter  to  go  to  Pine  Manor,  but  regardless  of  what  college 
will  be  best  for  her,  I think  there  will  always  be  a need  for  a 
small,  women's  liberal  arts  college  like  Pine  Manor.
